company, then known as the Southern Wisconsin Railway Company, alleg- 
ed bhat this franchise constituted a contract.and that the said Commission

The City denies, upon information and belief, that the present rate 


of fares is inadequate, but on the contrary alleges that they are reason- 
able and provides a reasonable return upon a. fair value of the property pi 
the said street railway company used and useful m the operation of its 
business.

terest charge to meet payments on an overissue of bonds and certificates 
of indebtedness and that a considerable portion of the bonds and certificates 
and other evidences of indebtedness now outstanding against the Madison 
Railways Company represent no actual or necessary jnvestment in the 
street railway system.

-That the Railroad Commission of Wisconsin in a decision made 


after a hearing for an application for an.increase of bonds in Sep- 
tember, 1907, stated that the capital issue of the Southern Wis- 
consin Railway Company (being the predecessor in interest of the 
MadNon Railways Company) have been shamefully inflated in the 
past and approximately one-half of th« outstanding bond issue 
seems to have been issued in Violation of section 17o3, Statutes of 
189S. 
"Th?t in September, 1907, the Railroad Commission of Wisconsin 


stated that in round numbers the bonded indebtedness-then outstanding 
of the Southern Wisconsin Railway Company amounted to §96,000 per 
mile- that the total amount of bonds then outstanding and_ authorized 
amounted to $160.000 'uer mile; while the cost of reproduction new at 
that time was less than '¥31.000 per mile; that the $685,000 par value 
of bonds held in trust by the Citizens' Savings and Trust Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio, more than represented the full value of the Madison 
street railway property; and that neither the $450,000 par value of bonds 
held by the Madison & Interurbsn Traction Company, nor the ?oO,000 
oar value of bonds held by the Southern Wisconsin Traction and Light 
Company represent any actual and necessary investment in the Madison 
street railway system, not to spsak of the $815,000 of bonds, par value, 
authorized to be issued, but not then issued by the Southern Wisconsin 
Railway Company.

1907 was alleged to have been made for the purpose chiefly of extending 
its line from the junction of Atwood Avenue and Wmnebago Street on 
Winnebaeo and North Street to the city limits and that the city opposed 
the same for the reason that it did not believe that the proposition to make 
«u-h extension was made in Rood' faith, and that although the petition 
to issue said bonds was granted that the extension has never been made 
to the city limits, and that this Company has laid no tracks on North 
Street and that the extension on Winnebago Street was not made until 
the year of 1916 and then not until nfter the Railroad Commission had 
oruei-ed the same.

'The City further alleges, upon information and belief that .there has 


been a reorganization of the Company owning the Madison railway system 
since said decision in 1907, and alleges on information and belief that tho 
re-organization did not succeed in squeezing the water cut of the.bonds,
